where county left off 


Operation may be established by 
State group to handle civilian aircraft

The issue of no more civilian 
airplanes being able to land at the 
Grayling Army Airfield may not be 
Over yet. 

Although Crawford County has 
gotten out of the airport business, there 
may be another governmental agency 
willing to operate a fixed based 
operation at the airfield. 

The county had ran a fixed based 
Operation, including the storage of 
aircraft and the storage and sale of 
fuel, at the airfield until April 25 when 
the county decided against renewing 
its insurance. The insurance is needed 
to allow civilian aircraft to land at the 
Camp Grayling-operated airfield. 
formerly known as the McNamara 
Airport. 

The military will continue to operate 
the airfield and use the facility for 
military planes. Although the 
insurance had to be paid for civilian 
use, Col. Gary McConnell, Camp 
Grayling commander, explained that 
some other options are being explored.

The Michigan Bureau” of 
Aeronautics may be interested in 
starung an operation at the Grayling 
Amy Airfield to allow for civilian 
use, McConnell said. This state agency 
is nota military agency, but rather itis 
interested in keeping the airheld open 
lo civilians. 

The Aeronautics people wanted to 
try and keep the current operation 
(Crawford County's)open, McConnel 
said. They felt the county's price for 
the underground tanks and storage 
building was unreasonable. 

The camp commander pointed out 
that although this deal fell through, the 
Bureau of Aeronautics may still start 
an operation in the future. 

They may still be interested in setting 
up a fixed based operation so anyone 
can land at the airfield, McConnell 
said, but they won't talk about 
establishing the operation until the 
county is completely off the airfield. 

The county has leased 
approximately 26 acres at the airfield. 

County Board Chairman Bruce 
Bretzke has said that the county could 
not continue to afford to pay for a 
service that the county has no say in 
how it is operated. He cited two cases 
in which the military would not allow 
a specific operation to occur at or near 
the airfield. 


A few civilian uses of the military- 
owned airfield have been agreed upon 
by military officials. These is 
especially good news to the area 
emergency service organizations, such 
as Grayling Mercy Hospital and 
Northflight EMS. 

“We will be able to take care of 
Northflight and other ambulance 
services,’ McConnell said. 

The military also has set up a landing 
permit issuance for doctors who need 
to be flew in for Mercy Hospital 


patients. McConnell also said landing § 


permits may be available for private 
charters lo use the airfield. 

The private charters would have to 
apply for the landing permit, 
McConnell said. The camp does not 
have the staff to have a lot of aircraft 
landing at the airfield at one time.

conditional use for animal shelter 


Residents may appeal decision 
to Grayling Township board

The Grayling Township Planning 
Commission members — Anthony 


Luppo, Dale French, Gerald Fritts, 
George Monk and John Medier —- 
held a public hearing in regards to 
request for a conditional use permit to 
allow an animal shelter in a 
Recreational-Forest Zone in Grayling 
Township. 

The planning commission approved 
the request by a vote of 4-1, with 
French casting the lone vote against 
the request. 

Although the planning commission 
has made its ruling on the matter, the 
approval of the condiuonal use permit 
may be appealed by a couple of 
township residents who live near the 
proposed site of the new Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County. The 
residents stated following the vote that 
they would appeal the decision to the 
Grayling Township Board of Trustees. 

According to the township 
ordinance, “The Township Board may 
at its Own Initiative or appeal, within 
two months of the Planning 
Commission’ s final determination and 
after a public hearing, overturn that 
decision by a majority vote of its 
membership.” 

A number of members of the Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County board 
attended the meeting in support of the 
request, but the actual petutioner for 
the conditional use permit was listed 
as Loma LaMotte, who owns the land. 
L.oma’s husband Curly LaMotte said 
the animal shelter board has made an 
offer to purchase the land and it has 
becn accepted, but it is contingent on 
the conditional use being granted, 

The location of the proposed new 
site for the animal shelter is on North 
Down River Road, one-quarter mile 
west of Headquarters Road. The animal 
shelter board is looking for a new 


location, because the shelter currently 
sits Onroad commission land which 
The Road Commission For Crawford 
County wants back for its own use. 

Curly LaMotte explained that the 
13-acre parcel is located in an area 
which is bordered hy state land and a 
couple of areas where private land 
exists, He said the thinking was that 
the surrounding Jack Pines could act 
as a noise buffer. 

Robert and Monica Fenton, who 
live next to the proposed site, voiced 
there disagreement with the shelter 
being located next to these private 
residences. 

The animal shelter can lead to noise. 
smell, disease and stray animals, 
Monica Fenton said. With working 
weird hours and at night, the noise 
during the day could keep the couple 
awake, she added. 

“Tcan't see how this would help my 
property value,” said Tom Nadenoff, 
another property owner next to the 
proposed site. “It couldn't help the 
property value, but itcould hinder it." 

Nadenoff also mentioned he did not 
want lo hear dogs barking and/or the 
smell from the shelter while he is out 
in his back yard. 


Judy Sumner, who spoke for the 
animal shelter and lived icross from 
the shelter’s current location, said she 
never had a problem with a bad smell 
coming from the shelter or noise trom 
dog's barking. 

Dr. Steve Halstead of the State 
Veterinarian’s office addressed the 
disease concerns at the planning 
commission meeting. He said the risks 
to people are near non-existent. 


Upcoming Board Meeting 
The next Grayling Town- 
ship Board of Trustees 
meeting is scheduled for 
Tuesday, May 13 at the 
Grayling Township Hall. 


French, who voted against the 
request, said after the vole was taken 
that the ordinance states in this case 
that this conditional use should not be 
granted. 

French said the township ordinance 
says they can grant the conditional use 
as long as it does not adversely affect 
the surrounding property owners. He 
said he belicves in this case the animal

at 5245 M-18 in Roscommon. 


The reason for the special meeting is the proposed Forest Dunes Golf and 
Country Club project. The projected 1,200-acre private, residential golf 
community would be located in South Branch Township where the South 


Branch Ranch formerly was located. 


The preliminary agenda released from the South Branch Township contains 


three specific items for the meeting. 


Susan Topp, the attorney for the golf community development, is on the 
agenda in regards to Forest Dunes application. 

Dave Gregg also is on the agenda to discuss the water study for the project. 
He will explain what will have to be done to assure water quality in the area. 

Another issue which has been raised by concerned South Branch Township 
residents is the extra services which will be needed if this huge development 
becomes a reality. These residents wonder about where the funds for these 
services will come from, including money for fire and police protection. 

Crawford County Sheriff Dave Lovely is the third person on the preliminary 
township agenda. He is scheduled to talk about police protection. 

In addition to being a special meeting focusing on the Forest Dunes 
development, another difference between most South Branch Township 
meetings is the location. Most of the township meetings are held in the board 
meeting room inside the township hall. 

According to South Branch Township Clerk Laura Smith, the special 
meeting will be held at the fire station, because it will hold more people. The 
usual meeting room was filled with residents at the April board meeting, 
therefore the change of location was made.

Ninety percent of the bird 
photographs are taken on his farm. 
According to Jones, most of the birds 
he photographs are shy animals, but 
he uses special tricks to coax the birds 
within camera range. 

"I create water puddles because 
good, clean, fresh water really attracts 
birds," Jones said. 

The water puddles he creates are 
shallow and continously repleshined 
tokeep themclean. "With other species 
I sprinkle bird seed on the ground," 
Jones said. 

Larger birds like eagles, ducks and 
hawks Jones uses a variety of blinds. 
These movable blinds are set up and 
Jones will sit in them for hours waiting 
lo get the perfect shot. 

Another trick Jones has designed is 


» called acameratrap. This trap consists 


of @ security camera with an infrared 
beam. When the beam is broken the 
shutter on the camera fires. 

“I found a roadkilled rabbit and put 
iton a stump. [hooked up the camera 
trap lo my camera so ] had 36exposures 
of ared-tatled hawk eating the rabbit," 
Jones said. 

Every photograph taken by Jones is 
taken in slide format, developed and 
printed in a darkroom on the Jones 
farm. 

Once the photographs are taken and 
developed they are edited. "Out of one 
roll of film I'll keep maybe three shots," 
Jones said. 

After the editing process the 
photographs are enlarged to one of 
three sizes, 5-by-7, 8-by-10, and II- 
by-14. These photographs are then 
displayed in the Nature Photography 
Gallery that is also located on the 
Jones farm. 

The two-room gallery was built after 
Jones was named 1993 Photographer 
of the Year at the Clare Festival and 
received a first place award for his

DOODLES FROM THE TALL TIMBER 


by Wendell L. Hoover, Park Interpreter, North Higgins Lake State Park 


Itus very doubtful if there is a lake, 
pond, river or stream without its 
resident species of the crayfish, since 
there are more than 100 species to be 
found in the United States. Most live 
in open water, but there are a few that 
burrow in the ground down to ground 
water. We kids used to call their holes 
“snake holes”. These holes are 
surrounded by chimneys made of mud 
balls excavated during the excavation 
process. 

Most of the time we de not see the 
crayfish as they are wary and secretive. 
They seek cover under rocks, logs 
and bottom debris or by burrowing 
into the mud. They are scavengers, 
who feed on plant and animal remains, 
thus they help clean our waterways. 
They are fed upon by a variety of 
critters including fish, turtles, snakes, 
birds, raccoons and even man. 
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Most crayfish are a brownish color, 
but some have a greenish tint. Most 
males are a bit more definite in color 
than the females. According to one 
source J have, they mate during the 
winter while another source indicates 
they mate in March. The femate, 
however, doesn’t lay the eggs until as 
late as June. A female carrying eggs is 
referred to as being “in berry” and 
after the eggs hatch the young grow 
rapidly. Since the crayfish carries its 
skeleton on the outside of its body, it 
molts this shell with each increase in 
size. One source I have indicates they 
may have life spans of up to 20 years 
and another source indicates life spans 
of only six or seven year. When fully 
grown they are from three- to six- 
inches long. 

Around the world, in Europe and 
the Far East, crayfish are not only a

gourmet delight, bul are the main 
source of protein. On the other side of 
the ledger is the fact that in some 
Situations crayfish are not welcome 
due to their impact on crops. The 
sunbaked chimneys of some species 
interfere with mowing machines and 
they can do considerable damage to 
cotton crops where they destroy the 
seedlings. The borrowing species also 
cause damage to carthen dams. dikes 
and levies. 


Crayfish are raised commercially 
for human consumption as well as for 
fish bait and at the present time 
Louisiana pretty much has the bulk of 
this market. Scientists have studied 
this crustacean to determine how it 
can regenerate lost limbs. The 
implications for a solution to the secret 
would be of immense help to mankind.

1-800-772-1213 to get a copy of a 
“Personal Earnings and Benefit 
Estimate Statement.” That's a report 
on the earnings you have credited to 
your social security account, and the 
retirement, survivors, or disability 
benefits payable on those earnings. 

Remember, benefits decrease if you 
retire early. Although many people 
retire carly, this may not be your best 


option. You can retire as early as age 


62, but benefits are decreased for each 
month before age 65 you are receiving 
benefits, up to a maximum of 20 
percent. 


Know how other retirement income 
may affect your social security 
benefits. Most types of reurement 
income will not affect your social 
security benefits. This means you can 
have income from savings and 
investments and other pensions over 
and above you social security benefits.

Know how much you can earn in 
retirement, There is a retirement test 
that limits how much you can make 
and still receive social security 
benefits. It increases annually with 
increases in general wage levels. In 
1997, people age 65 and over can earn 
up to $13,500 without affecting their 
social security benefits. Benefits are 
reduced $1 for every $3 of earnings. 
Beneficiaries under 65 can earn up to 
$8,640 a year. Earnings over the limit 
would reduce benefits $1 for every $2.

Yard wastes have many valuable 
uses in the home landscape. They can 
help retain soil moisture, retard weed 
growth, and enrich the soil. 

They're much too valuable to be 
burned, Department of Natural 
Resources officials said. 

Burning yard wastes not only wastes 
the value of these materials in 
landscape, it also increases the risk of 
wildfire. “Over one-third of Michigan 
wildfires are caused by debris 
burning,” said Dave Reisinger, 
Grayling DNR Forest Fire officer. 

Yard wastes can be recycled by 
either mulching or composting them. 
Mulching simply refers to any 
technique where organic matter (such 
as grass clippings, leaves, small brush, 
etc.) is spread in thin layers on top of 
the ground and left to decompose 
naturally. 

Grass clippings, leaves and compost 
can be placed around garden vegetables 
and flowers to keep down weeds and 
retain moisture. Leaves can be chopped 
up with a lawn mower and left on the 
lawn (o decompose. 

Yard wastes can also be easily 
prepared for composting. Composting 
can be done ina variety of ways. With 
passive methods, the yard wastes are 
left in a pile to decompose over time. 

Both mulching and composting add 
valuable organic material to the soil. 
Organic material helps retain moisture 
and nutrients needed for plant growth. 

For specific details, contact the local 
Cooperate Extension Service office or 
the Department of Environmental! 
Quality - Waste Management Division. 
Instead of buming yard wastes this 
year, put them to good use. Don't 
waste the wastes by buming them, 
recycle them instead.

Recreation authority gets hatchery contract

Thousands of local residents and 
tourists walk through the gate at the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery each year to 
witness this unique place. 

While the appeal to tourists has never 
been in-doubt, the organization which 
will run the fish hatchery has been. 
The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners and the Grayling 
Recreation Authority have been 
debating the operation of the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery for more than a month. 

Although the two groups had come 
to an informal agreement at a March 
county board meeting. a formal motion

Most Michigan wildfires occur in 
the spring and in Crawford County 
wildfires are a serious sttuation. 

Crawford County has a large 
percentage, approximately 70 percent, 
of state and federal forest land. ‘The 
county also has a dry climate, with a 
lot of sandy soil which Forest Fire 
Officer Dave Reisinger said acts like a 
sponge and quickly Soaks up rain water 

Toreduce the risk of spring wildfires. 
the Departinent of Natural Resources 
(DNR). USDA Forest Service, and 
local units of government who issue 
burning permits under the state Forest 
Fire Law will not be issuing them 
during the two-week period from May 
3-18. 

Wildfire offigtals are reminding 
people to refrain from outdoor burning 
of yard and household debris during 
this penod. 

“Over one-third of Michigan 
wildfires are caused by debris burning. 
and most of those occur inthe first two 
weeks of May,” said Reisinger, who 
works out of the Grayling Field Office 
in the DNR Forest Management 
Division. “The risk of wildfire is such 
that half of all large wildfires (those 


that bum more than 100 acres) occur 
during carly May when dead leaves 
and grass from the previous year can 
castfy fent2 arid hurn intensely.” 

Burning permils are required under 
the state Forest Fire Law whenever the 
ground 1s not snow-covered. Burning 
In.an approved debris burner does not 
require a permit. An approved debris 
burner is aimasonry of metal containe! 
witha metal covering having openings 
no larger than three-quarters of an 
inch. Campfires do not require a 
burning permit, either. 

Instead of burning yard debris, 
recycle it. These materials can be used 
axsamuleh, plowed into a garden, of 
colnposted Disposing of yard debris 
mUus way ts clean, easy, and does not

had not been approved by the county 
for operation of the hatchery by GRA. 
After further discussions between 
members from the two groups, the 
county commissioners approved a 
Motion at their April 29 meeting to 
enter into a one-year contract with 
GRA for operation of the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery. 


This will be the fourth year that 
GRA members have cun the fish 
hatchery. 

GRA board members had already 
passed a motion earlier on March 20 to 
authorize GRA Director Cindy Olson 
to spend funds for publicity and 


preparation for opening the fish 
hatchery for business. Olson addréssed 
the county board on April 29, and 
GRA Board President Neal Michal 
had appeared before the county 
commissioners on March 18. 


The debate of which organization ¢ 


— the county or GRA — would run 
the fish hatchery came to light based 
on two reasons. The first stemmed 
from the county’s newly formed parks 
commission and the possibility of 
placing the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
under ils control. The second reason 
was a concern from the board that the 
number of tourists to the fish hatchery 
has dropped off recently under GRA’s 


control. 

Crawtord County used to run the 
operation prior lo turning it over to 
GRA. 

The fish hatchery was not the only 
piece of business involving the county 
and GRA which was brought up during 
the April 29 county board meeting. 

The county commissioners 
approved a motion tocxtend acontract 
with GRA at a cost of $1,500 for park 
maintenance by GRA for Wakeley 
Park, Canoe and White Pines Camp 
Grounds. This does not mean that this 
will happen, but the motion was to 
extend a contract. The contract will 
still need to be accepted.

Sportsplex presentation made to Kiwanians

Bud Morgan, co-chairman of the 
Crawford County Sportsplex Steering 
Committee, told the members of the 
Grayling Kiwanis on Monday, May 5, 
about a recent trip he had that made 
him think about the proposed 
sportsplex. 

Morgan said that he went to the 
Otsego County Sportsplex this past 
weekend to watch a ice skating show. 
He watched the show which drew a 
full crowd. After the event he said he 
wondered what he and his party should 
do now. He had no answer. 

“Wouldn’t it be nice if we could 
have watched this show at our very 
own Crawford County Sportsplex and 
maybe go for a swim or take a jacuzzi 
after the event?” Morgan said. 

The members of the steering 
committee hope that Morgan's wishful 
thinking can become areality. Morgan, 
Peter Stephan and Rick Nash attended 
Monday's Kiwanis meeting to present 
the sportsplex to the Kiwanians. 

. This was only the first of the many 
presentations thal the committec 
members are planning to make to 
various area Service Organizations and 
other groups. 

In a handout to the Kiwanians the 
large recreational compiex plans 
feature an ice rink, swimming/wading 
pool, walking exercise track, 
conference room and an all-purpose 
gymnasium, [If approved by voters, 
the sportsplex would be built on county 
property located at the corner of Old- 
27 and M-93 in Grayling Township. 

The presentations are planned to get 
support for the proposed project and 
for financial support. The committec 
is asking that area business 
organizations help in raising funds to 

handle costs of the special election 
and other costs such as advertising. 
The suggestion was made that the 
Kiwanis Club and another local 
organizauon could have some sort of 
challenge to raise some of the money. 

A 15-minute video of use of the 
Otsego County Sportsplex also was 


shown at the meeting to give members 
a better understanding of the activities 
which can be held in this type of 
facility. 

The proposed $6 million building is 
scheduled to be placed as a bond issue 
during a proposed Sept. 9 special 


election. A separate millage also would 
be on the ballot to cover some of the 
operating expenses. 

The committee's handout read, “The 
program being studied is designed to 
fill a need which currently is not 
available to residents of Crawford 


County.” 

This community needs something 
forthe youth, adults and senior citizens 
alike, Morgan said. 

“It (the sportsplex) is something the 
community could be proud of,” 
Morgan said.

Couple involved in I-75 fatal accident 


A downstate couple was involved in 
an accident on Sunday, May 4, in

The driver of the vehicle, Rhiannon 
Rene Hobbs, 18, of East Point, was 
pronounced dead at Grayling Mercy 
Hospital following the one-vehicle 
accident. Rhiannon's husband, 
Nathaniel Earnes Hobbs, 19, of East 
Point, was transported by Northflight 
meritical condition to Mercy Hospital. 
He was later discharged from the 
hospital 

EMmergenmey agencies including 
Grayling Fire Department, Northflight 


EMS, Crawford County Sheriff's 
Office and Michigan State Police were 
dispatched to the fatal accident scene. 

Upon arrival by the emergency 
personnel, the female dfiver was berg 
administered CPR by a passing 
motorist. The male passenger was 
conscious at this time. Northflight 
EMS personnel administered CPR to 
Rhiannon Hobbs until the arrival at 
Mercy Hospital. 

From on-scene officers’ initial 
iNvestigation it appears that the vehicle 
was northbound on [-75 at a high rate 


of speed. According to sheriff's 
officials, the driver lost control of the 
vehicle. going off into the east side of 
the road. and rolling into several trees. 
Both the driver and the passenger were 
thrown from the vehicle. 


Alcohol was not a factor in the 
accident. Neither the driver nor the 
passenger were wearing seatbelts. The 
accident remains under investigation 
by the Crawford County Sheriff's 
Office.

Morel madness strikes area in May 


Iv’s May in Michigan and an army is 
in the field. 

It’s an army of mushroom hunters 
onamission — finding and harvesting 
morels, those spongy fungi that make 
their brief annual appearance each 
spring. 

In search of the elusive morel, 
mushroom stalkers willingly drive for 
miles to tramp through the woods, 
slither upand down the sides of ravines, 
brave blackberry tangles, and suffer 
bug bites, blisters and aching feet, 
sustained by mouthwatering visions 
of morels. 

Morel hunters who emerge from the 
woods with net or paper bags or baskets 
bulging with morels are often vague 
about exactly where they found their 
treasure. They may grudgingly share 
their formula for finding them — “near 
a stand of aspen”, “in young, second- 
growth hardwoods”, “wherever 


bracken fern grows”, “ina stand of ash 
trees”, etc. The truth is, morels are 
where you find them, and that may be 
on the edge of a farm woodlot or in a 
suburban backyard. 

Like other mushrooms, morels are 
the fruiting bodies of a fungus that 
grows underground, extracting 
nutrients from decaying organic matter 
in the soil. The fruiting body contains 
the spores that produce the next 
generation. 

The key to a successful more! hunt, 
of course, is knowing what you're 
looking for — being able to identify 
mores positively so there is no chance 
of mistaking a poisonous mushroom 
for these highly edible ones. 

Botanists at Michigan State 
University explain that the structure 
of the morel distinguishes it from all 
other mushrooms. All true morels 
have hollow, eaeclcoas that a 


heads connected at the base of the 
hollow neck. There is no break 
between the head and the neck. All 
true morels also have pitted or 
spongelike heads. 

If a mushroom’s cap is attached 
only at the top of the stalk with the rest 
hanging free (think of an umbrella), it 
is not a true morel. Unless you can 
positively identify it as another edible 
species, do not collect it and do not eat 
it. 

Morels range in size from two to six 
inches and in color from black through 
shades of tan and brown to creamy- 
white. Fresh, eating-quality morels 
feel somewhat rubbery. Collect only 
these firm, young specimens, and carry 
them home in shallow, rigid containers. 
Never collect or transport them in 
plastic bags — they heat up and 
deteriorate rapidly. Protect them from 
heat or ditect sun and bruising. 


Athome, spliteach more! lengthwise 
to confirm its identification and to 
remove any dirt, debris of insects inside 
the hollow stems, Clean and cook or 
process your mushrooms as soon as 
possible after you get home. 

Whenever you cook wild 
mushrooms, save a few fresh 
specimens in case you become ill. 
Never eat wild mushrooms raw, and 
cook only the quantity you'll need for 
one meal — some mushroom species 
can cause severe gastrointestinal 
distress if they’re left over and 
reheated, 4
